At  the  time  of  issue 
the  purchaser  is  asked  to  sign  his  or  her  signature  in  a  space  provided  in 
the  upper  left-hand  corner  of  each  chequs,  and  when  payment  is  required, 
to  sign  again  in  the  lower  left-hand  corner,  in  the  presence  of  the  person 
accepting  the  cheque  for  payment.  This  means  of  identification,  although 
very  simple,  has  proved  itself  an  effcictive  safeguard  against  cheques  being 
encashed  by  other  than  the  accredited  person. 

For  the  convenience  of  its  patrons  all  cheques  furnished  are  suitably 
bound  in  a  neat  leatherette  wallet,  so  designed  as  to  reduce  the  whole  into 
a  very  small  compass. 

DOMINION  EXPRESS  TRAVELLERS'  CHEQUES  are  cashable  every- 
where by  lianks,  Hotels,  Railway  and  Steamship  Companies,  and  are 
readily  accepted  at  full  face  value  in  settlement  of  purchases,  etc.
